AN ENGLISH PRECEDRENT,

The example of Spain la reinforoed by an Engtlish
precedent, where may be seen, o the Hght of analogy,
the troe rule of condact. By a statate of the laat
century, all soldiers quartered at the place of an
clection for members of Parllament were removed
#1 lenst one day before the clection to tha distance
of two miles or more, and thoogh this statate nas
Leen montfied 1atterly, the principle has been pre-
served. No soldler within two miles of a plaec of
ewction s allowed to go ont of thé barracks or
quarters In which he i stationed, unless to mount
guard or to vote, This safeguard of elections (g
viudicnted by the grear cominentstor, Sir Willlam
Hinekstone, when he gays, “1t Is essential to the very
belng of Parlisment that elections should be abso
utely free, therefore all undae (nfinences upsn the
vlectors  are  lllegal and  sfrongly  prohibited,”
Kl!!urbalnllv. Comm., Yol, I, p. 178 Stephens, Comm,,
‘ol 1T, p. 4vl.)

In wecordunce with thia prinelple, as early as 1792,
A committes of the other house of Congress re-
ported sgninst the seat of a Representative on the
groumd that United States troops were quarteraed
HORT the place of election, and were marched in a
body round the conrt-inuse, (Contested Elections,
P59, care of Mr. Preston,) Andnow that an elec-
oD I8 1o eecur in 8t Domingo, where national inde-
pendence {8 the guestion, nothing 18 clearer than
that It ghould be, in the language of Bltekatone,
“whigolutely free " and to this engl all naval foroe
should be withdrawn at least until the “‘election” 19
determined.

Dominiesn by birth, with mach of
Spoiieh blood, and with a Trench edacation, he 8 a
CTOER Where these different viements are soma what
ridely intermixed, All his life he has been adven-
tirer, coneplrator, and trickster, nuoertain in oplo
lopE, without eharacter, without patriotism, without
tuty, looking out supremely for himself, and oa any
eloe pocording to imagined personsl luterest, being
onee w8 violent sgatnst the United States as he now
proleeses Lo be 1or them.,

Ky the ipfluence of General Santana, Baez ob-
tained his Oret election as President in 1808, when,
contiary to a positive provision of the Constitation
sudiust & second term except after the Intervention
of B0 entire term, he masosged by fraud and in.
irgue to obtain supother lease of power. Begloning
Lous carly bis violations of the Counstitation, he be-
cimue an oxpert, Dut the people rose sgainst him,
and he war driven 1o tlpo shelter within the walls of
the city, He had pever been Irlrndlr to the United
Bluter, and at this time was especially abosive, IHls
Capit ulation koon followed, and alter eleven montns
ol usurpea power he left for France. Santana suc-
cetded to the Prestdency, and under him, in 1561,
e country was relocorporated with Spatn, amidst
the provaliing entunusingm of the people, .

Avxicus to propitiate the ditfereat political chiefs,
1he Epurieh Government offercd Duez a Field Mar-
thel's conmission on condition that he aboald re-
wein In kurope, which 1 uoderstand e accepted.
FOr pUtue years there was peace in Dominlos, whea
the people, under the lead of the patriot Cabral, rose
sguitsl the Spanish power, Duriug this prowacted
petlud of revolution, while the patriodsm of the
cLuntry wos sthrred Lo its utmost deptns, the Domi-

There 1s no such thing as steallng ; “‘convey, the
wige It call;” and so with the SBecretary the malg-
tenance ol & usurper by our war ships 14 only exerts
Ing *“‘a peacelul inttuence.”
